The very fact that the 
ftreatest publicity is given to these few major crimes is a de- 
terrent and, thanks to newspapers, it is no longer possible for 
t*nds of swindlers, pirates or bandits to operate upon an im- 
swpectlng people. 


How shall we guard against the holdup man, the thief, 


the bandit? First, by properly guarding money in transit. 
(Second, by avoiding a display of valuables about the person. 
The gun is practically useless. It is seldom indeed that the 
fiMMMion of a gun has thwarted the holdup man or the robber, 
t«t the news columns are full of accounts of fatal accidents 


misuses of guns kept or carried for self protection. Even 
so-called watch dog is valueless. Modern criminals can 


dispose of a dog, and do. Not so with innocent children 


are at times the victims of vicious brutes trained to attack 


imy who approach them. Such an instance is reported from a 
'little town in New Jersey. Two great Danes were owned by a 
man whose proud boast it was that nobody could gain entrance 
te his grounds with them on guard. A criminal would have 
raaily put these brutes to sleep. A nine year old boy who knew 
nothing of the savage dogs, wandered onto the grounds while 
playing. The dogs set upon him and literally tore him to pieces. 
A crowd of fifty or more who gathered were forced to look 
upon this horrible sight. 


The bandit is preferable to the man who puts his trust 


in vicious animals and is deserving of more consideration. 


In fact bandits should be the least of our worries. Few 


indeed have been the deaths from banditry within a radius of 
Tine hundred miles of Clearfield. Our automobile death list 
from within that radius woujd look like the casualty list from 
the Somme and in spite of this we are told of somebody we 
know driving a car while drunk as though it is a huge joke. •

we have in our population a considerable number of men 
are murderers at heart is a real cause for alarm and a 


handling or display'of valuables should be avoided. 


It i* questionable, however, whether conditions are worse, 
it is not likely that they are. 
News transmission which 


ttlla tu thia evening of all that happened today is responsible 
ier the general belief that crime is rampant. -• While there are 
better things to read, it is not the function of the newspapers 
te provide it. Only the unusual gets a place in the news of the 
clay. A mysterious murder gets the attention of the reader 
fast and holds his interest to the last. The very fact that the 
ftreatest publicity is given to these few major crimes is a de- 
terrent and, thanks to newspapers, it is no longer possible for 
t*nds of swindlers, pirates or bandits to operate upon an im- 
swpectlng people. 


How shall we guard against the holdup man, the thief, 


the bandit? First, by properly guarding money in transit. 
(Second, by avoiding a display of valuables about the person. 
The gun is practically useless. It is seldom indeed that the 
fiMMMion of a gun has thwarted the holdup man or the robber, 
t«t the news columns are full of accounts of fatal accidents 


misuses of guns kept or carried for self protection. Even 
so-called watch dog is valueless. Modern criminals can 


dispose of a dog, and do. Not so with innocent children 


are at times the victims of vicious brutes trained to attack 


imy who approach them. Such an instance is reported from a 
'little town in New Jersey. Two great Danes were owned by a 
man whose proud boast it was that nobody could gain entrance 
te his grounds with them on guard. A criminal would have 
raaily put these brutes to sleep. A nine year old boy who knew 
nothing of the savage dogs, wandered onto the grounds while 
playing. The dogs set upon him and literally tore him to pieces. 
A crowd of fifty or more who gathered were forced to look 
upon this horrible sight. 


The bandit is preferable to the man who puts his trust 


in vicious animals and is deserving of more consideration. 


In fact bandits should be the least of our worries. Few 


indeed have been the deaths from banditry within a radius of 
Tine hundred miles of Clearfield. Our automobile death list 
from within that radius woujd look like the casualty list from 
the Somme and in spite of this we are told of somebody we 
know driving a car while drunk as though it is a huge joke. •
